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Introduction 


The Jumbo Book of Preschool Activities was developed as a simple, organized way to present topics of 
interest to young children. The book contains a collection of weekly units, including objectives, 
discussion ideas, and five daily activities. Detailed directions for the pages within each unit are found 
on the teacher sheet at the beginning of each section (after the cover sheet). 


The units in this book are sequenced according to a traditional school year. If followed as presented, 
they should lead the teacher through a curriculum that corresponds nicely to seasons, holidays, and 
related themes. However, the units can certainly be varied, as desired, without losing any of their 
impact. 


Each unit comes with a cover sheet that can be attached to a large, folded piece of construction paper 
(12" x 18/30 cm x 45 cm). Children can color the cover sheets. As the discussion and activity are 
completed each day, they can be placed into the folder. By the fifth day, the booklet can be stapled 
together and sent home. (If the material is used in a school setting, the rest of the weekly work can be 
put in the back of the booklet.) 


Although most pages have a pattern for the children, use of the pattern is only a suggestion. Some 
teachers may prefer not to use patterns and to reinforce the daily ideas in another way. 


The supplies needed for most of the activities are likely to be found in the classroom or home. The 
directions are simple to read and follow. An illustration on the teacher sheet will give an idea as to how 
the finished activity can look. Many work sheets also have written material on them; even though the 
children can not read all of it, parents can easily see the ideas presented. The teacher can also read the 
directions and other words aloud to the class, thereby helping pre-readers to make the connections 
between oral and written language that will be necessary as they learn to read themselves. 


Following the units is a series of alphabet activities, one for each letter. These activities can be 
introduced in a variety of ways. Patterns, directions, and a list of necessary supplies for these activities 
can be found in the back of the book. 


The weekly booklets put together from The Jumbo Book of Preschool Activities will provide parents 
with a record of the ideas covered during the week. Teachers will also have a way to organize thoughts 
and materials (stories, music, and visuals can be added for reinforcement). Finally, the children will 
have an organized way to take home their weekly work, and they will enjoy making a new book each 
week.

Activities: 


Each child is given an appropriate child pattern (page 6). After discussing hair, 
features, and clothing, each child colors the figure to look like him or herself. If 
desired, affix the colored pattern to another sheet of paper and allow the child to 
color a background setting. Be sure to provide a variety of crayons for the many 
skin, hair, and eye tones that can be found among any group of children. 


When each child is given a head pattern (page 7), discuss hair and the placement of 
features so that the children can use crayons to make their faces. Have the child 
write or dictate his or her name. (Note: The teacher can write each child’s name, 
allowing the child to trace the name in crayon.) 


Each child is given the poem sheet (page 8). After explaining to the children how 
they can make a hand a pattern by spreading it at the bottom of the sheet, have them 
use crayons to trace around their hands and add fingernails, rings, knuckles, and so 
forth. 


Give each child a shoe and sock pattern (page 9) to color. Add yarn through the 
hole to make a shoelace. Fold the shoe over the sock. If desired, the sock section 
can be glued to a sheet of construction paper so that the child can easily fold the 
shoe back and forth. 


Each child is given a copy of What I Like to Do (page 10). The child can dictate or 
write a word or phrase to complete the sentence. Then instruct the child to draw a 
corresponding picture.

Using the paper from the previous activity, instruct each child to draw the people, 
equipment, windows, etc., of the school on the inside of the folded paper. Attach 
the school drawing to another sheet of paper. (Use staples at the top so the 
drawing on all sides can be seen.) Affix the three sentences from page 13 below 
the school drawing. Instruct the children to color the school surroundings on the 
paper around the building. 


Provide each child with a copy of the cafeteria tray pattern (page 14). Have the 
children cut out the fork pattern (or the teacher can do this). Also cut a triangle 
from a piece of paper to represent a folded napkin. Discuss the foods that are 
good to eat for lunch. Instruct each child to draw a good meal and to add the 
fork and napkin at the side. If desired, everything can be pasted in place onto a 
large sheet of construction paper. 


Give the book pages (page 15) to each child. Help the child to color the balls 
appropriately. The child or teacher can then fold the paper into a book. Staple 
the book to a sheet of paper and label it with the sentence at the bottom of the 
page. 


Give a sheet of standard-size paper to each child. Instruct the child to fold the 
paper in many directions. The child can then open the folded paper and trace 
over the fold lines, coloring the created shapes in your school colors. Affix the 
colored sheet to a larger paper. Have the students write, “Our school colors are 

and ,” filling in the blanks. Alternatively, provide the children 
with a copy of page 16, instructing them to color a pretty design by filling in the 
shapes with school colors and completing the sentence at the bottom.

Give each child a copy of the activity sheet (page 19). After talking 
about the poem and the word “friend,” instruct the children to color 
the rectangle, using only two colors. The two colors can represent 
the child and a special friend. 


Have the children make suggestions about what they can share with 
a friend. Then ask the children to choose one of the suggested things 
and draw it on the work sheet (page 20). 


Instruct the students to color the hand and pencil patterns (page 21). 
Help them to cut out the top hand and pencil as well as the dotted 
slot. Wrap the fingers of the cut hand around the pencil and tape the 
pencil in place. Affix the wrist of the hand through the slot with a 
brass fastener. The hand can then wiggle up and down as though 
handing the pencil to a friend. 


Ask the children to color the figure on page 22. 


After coloring the clown face and mouth patterns (page 23), the 
children can attach the mouth at the dot, using a brass fastener. The 
mouth can turn up or down to make a smile or frown.

Provide the children with page 28 and crayons. The children can 
draw themselves and cut out the figure (boy or girl). Fold the arm so 
the hand is over the heart. Glue the figure and a copy of the Pledge 
of Allegiance (page 24) to a sheet of construction paper. Glue the 
sentence from page 28 to the paper as well. 


Give each child a copy of the star pattern (page 29) to cut out. Add 
drops of glue to the star and sprinkle silver glitter on the glue. Let 
dry. Glue the star and sentence strip to a sheet of blue construction 


paper.

Provide the children with a copy of page 32 and crayons. Instruct them to color 
additional books in the scene. If desired, have them trace the letters of the 
spoken words. Tell them that this page is about respect. 


Instruct the children to color page 33. If desired, have them trace the letters of 
the spoken words. Add a splotch of white glue from the lip of the cup onto the 
tablecloth. When dry, let the children color it brown to make spilled chocolate 
milk or soda (or red for fruit punch, etc.). Tell the children that this page shows 
responsibility. 


Ask the children to draw people working together to lift and carry the box (page 
34). Colored tape like packing tape can be added to the box. If desired, have the 
children trace the letters of the spoken words. Tell them the page is about being 
a good friend and neighbor. 


Children can draw and color the girl going over the finish line ahead of the other 
child (page 35). The rest of the picture can be colored as well, and the letters of 
the spoken words can be traced, if desired. For an added touch, glue ribbon to 
either side of the girl to show that she has broken through the finish line. Tell the 
children the page is about being fair in play and not cheating or whining. 


After the picture is colored (page 36), sparkling cord or sequins can be glued to 
the cushion on the chair to make jewelry. If desired, allow the children to trace 
the letters of the spoken words. Tell them the page is about being honest.

Activities: 

Give each child a copy of the patterns on page 39, an 8" (20 cm) length of yarn, 
and crayons. Instruct the children to color the ball and kite. Glue the yarn to the 
kite to make a tail. Ask the children to color and fold the paper to make a 
cupboard. Let them arrange and glue the two toys inside the cupboard. Glue the 
cupboard to another sheet of paper. Glue the sentence strip to the bottom of the 
sheet. 


Provide each child with a copy of the patterns on page 40, glue, and crayons. Let 
each child cut out and glue the car and wheels to the paper above the sentence. 
Have them color passengers and scenery, as desired. The passengers should be 
wearing seatbelts! 


Provide each child with the patterns on page 41. Instruct them to color the 
circles as indicated and to glue the circles in sequence onto the rectangle (red on 
top, yellow in the middle, and green on the bottom). Help them to write “STOP,” 
“WAIT,” and “GO” on the corresponding circles. (Heavy black marker will work 
best.) Let them glue the signal to another piece of paper, attaching the poem 
beneath it. If desired, provide the patterns in colored paper, using brown for the 
signal box. 


Give each child two figure patterns, one ball pattern, one strip pattern, and the 
background pattern (page 42). They will also need glue, a paper fastener, and 
crayons. The child can color the ball and figure patterns, paste the ball to the 
strip, color the background, and glue the people in place on the labeled sheet. 
The teacher can cut the dotted slot on the background and stick the paper strip 
though it, affixing the strip with a brass fastener at the circle. In this way, the 
ball can be tossed between the players. 


Each child is given a door sheet with the sentence and one pattern (boy or girl) to 
color and glue in front of the door. The door and walls can also be colored.

Push the ear tabs through 
the slits and glue or tape them in place. 


Color the body, arms, and legs (page 50), adding details to the face 
and clothes. Cut out the arms and legs. Attach them with paper 
fasteners to the body.

Give each child a roll-on deodorant bottle or other bottle filled with red, yellow, 
or orange tempera paint and a copy of page 51. Children can take turns using the 
paint to make a “fire” design for the book cover. Alternatively, a 12" x 18" (30 
cm x 45 cm) folded sheet of manila paper can be used to paint on freehand. Use 
the paper for the cover. (Painting with roll-on bottles is easy for children to do. 
Wash the “ball” before storing.) 


Each child is given an assembled matchbook with matches (page 53) and 
crayons. The child can color and decorate the matchbook cover and the tips of 
the matches. Glue the matchbook to a sheet of construction paper and glue the 


Provide each child with a copy of page 54, yarn (for the fire hose), and crayons. 
Children can color the firefighter and attach his arm with a paper fastener. Paste 
the firefighter and hydrant onto a separate sheet of paper. Thread the yarn 
through his hand so that he holds the hose. Buildings and other scenery can be 
drawn to complete the picture. Glue the sentence strip below it. 


Let the children color and cut out the animals (page 55), gluing them in the 
nature scene.

Provide each child with page 56, crayons, a cotton ball for smoke, and glue.

Provide each child with a copy of page 60, crayons, and some type of nut 
or seed. Let the children color their pictures. Then add a drop of glue to 
the squirrel’s paws and place the nut or seed. Let dry. 


Provide each child with a scarecrow sheet (page 61), glue, and bits of 
yarn in straw colors. The children can color the scarecrow, add birds, and 
paste short pieces of yarn at the ends of the pant legs and sleeves to 
represent straw. 


Instruct each child to add warm fall clothing to the drawing on page 62. 
If desired, let them glue on a piece of fabric to make a warm scarf around 
the figure’s neck. As an extension, provide cold weather dress-up clothes 
for the children to use in their play. 


Tear bits of fall-colored tissue paper. Provide each child with a copy of 
page 63 and a pile of paper bits. Also provide liquid starch in plastic cups 
and paintbrushes. Let the children color the picture and then add colored 
leaves by painting on the bits of tissue with liquid starch. To do so, paint 
a thin layer of starch in the area to be covered. Add the tissue-paper bits. 
Apply another thin layer of starch on top of the tissue paper. Let dry.
